Excitement builds.. the catalogue surveyed, 

O-two' s and three's a disappointment, more 

Than cursory attention then is paid 

To other dates: and thus, the ninety-four's: 

Where I find not mere coppers by the score 
But cent collecting history portrayed 
In names of men who held these coins before 
Between their thumb and forefinger, and made 

A judgement: yes, that's nice — and gently laid 

The piece aside. Thus cherished grew the lore 
Of Steigerwalt and Parmelee and Hays, 

Frossard and Maris and the rest who bore 

These talismans to us. Let reach be bold! 

Who wins will have a place when limbs go cold. 

...Thus my musings in prelude to the Robinson sale; and in the aftermath? Some disappoint- 
ment, sure; I know I wasn't alone in failing to get some particularly-desired pieces, even 
at double my pre-sale estimates. But on balance, I'm immensely grateful for the opportun- 
ity to have participated. This sale has already taken its place among the legendary land- 
marks of cent collecting. 

Looking now at the five coins I purchased, from the highest-grade cent to the lowest, their 
very survival seems like a small miracle. Plus, to hold any one of them in your hand, 
while contemplating tossing it on a counter in payment for a mug of ale, not only adds to 
that miracle for the finest pieces (that no one, apparently, did ) , but also yields some 
sense of our difficulty even comprehending the early cents as the ordinary commercial arte- 
facts that they were — before they were five-figure legends, before they were objects of the 
attributor's scrutiny, before they were squirreled away as obsolete and curious reminders 
of an age as ill-comprehended by the bombastic late 1850 's as by our own. 

Once, they were merely cents: substitute ha'pennies gone French and decimal, in their title 

and reminder-fraction. They knocked about under the aegis of a young nation which had come 
a long way from the Continental Army's "nine cartridges to a man" in 1775, and the bloody 
footprints in the snow on the march to Valley Forge; through the long unease of the Con- 
federation period, and the artful Constitution-making Summer of 1787; to a sufficient mea- 
sure of sovereignty, at least, to coin their own unified money — but little more. The new 
enterprise was still a delicate one and one which was increasingly on its own, as Royalist 
France, so generous in its early support, melted away in the heat of President Washington's 
first summer in office. 

So, there was not merely profound simplicity, but a good measure of audacity, in the cents' 
banner, LIBERTY. It was more assertion than proven fact, more aspiration than achievement... 
yet, it still must have driven collective Royalty up the wall! Men who sent their royal 
portraits forth, surrounded by quasi-religious Latinisms and long-extinct claims to foreign 
thrones, could hardly be expected to understand, or condone , a nation that proclaimed LIBERTY 
alone on its coins — led by a Chief Executive who'd objected to the use of his image on the 
coin of realm! Thus the early cents, in putting that proclamation in the hands of the 
common man, for use in his most mundane daily transactions, extended its promise to all 
ranks of society. 

But the early cents were above all utilitarian. It makes sense as art, of course, that we 

cherish them in high degrees of preservation but such is, in some measure, a testament 

to thwarted purpose. . .the ones pulled early from circulation, or the ones which never cir- 
culated at all, never achieved their intended role. It was today's low-grade pieces that 
accumulated the scars of trade, all the while spreading that audacious message, LIBERTY... 

And thus, there's a measure of honor in even the lowest-grade cents, that neither time, nor 
changing collector tastes, nor the incredible rise in price for high-grade specimens, can 
ever completely efface.

Editor's Note: a slightly different version of this article appeared in the 

February 15 edition of Coin World . 

Last; summer, a colleague told me that- he was planning a major revision of A^ 
Historic Sketch of the Co ins of New Jersey , by the nineteenth century numismatist, 
Dr". Edward Maris. As he described the format of his undertaking, I suggested the 
inclusion of a photograph of Dr. Haris as a frontispiece. Ah, he replied, he would 
love to, but no known photograph of Dr. Maris existed. I took that response as a 
personal challenge, and promised him that I would find a picture of the good Doctor 
for him to include in his book. What follows is an account of how I fulfilled that 
promise. I hope you enjoy the journey as I did. 

October 10, 1988, was a legal holiday, affording me the opportunity to call 
some of the most astute members of the Colonial coin fraternity, to ask if anyone 
knew of the existence of a photograph of Dr. Maris. The responses were uniformly 
negative. One close friend went so far as to offer his eye teeth for such a photo, 
should I be so lucky as to uncover one (I am still waiting for delivery) . 

Next, I contacted the Religious Society of Friends, in Philadelphia, since Dr. 
Maris had been a Quaker, and practiced in that city. I found the Society very 
cooperative, but they had no specific information. They did provide me with an all- 
inclusive list of the various archives of the Philadelphia-area Quakers. In no 
particular order, the following were contacted: The Historical Society of Penn- 

sylvania, Haverford College, Swarthmore College, Thomas Jefferson Medical University 
Westtown Boarding School, and the American Numismatic Association Library. In 
addition, each of the following contributed some measure of information that made 
my ultimate Find possible: Remy Bourne, Charles Davis, Scott Rubin, Martin Gengerke 

William Anton, Walter Nickelsberg, Judge Albert Branson Maris, and Robert Maris. 

After about a week of preliminary phone calls, I had a good idea which insti- 
tutions would prove to be the most helpful, and concentrated my efforts with them. 
During my second week at the search, things started happening rapidly. First, I 
received documentary evidence as to the location of Dr. Maris's grave; then, the 
address at which he was living at the time of his death, in 1900. Finally, I 
received my most important lead to date: the name and address of his only living 

grandchild. Judge Albert Branson Maris. I immediately contacted the Judge, telling 
him of my research efforts, and the ultimate object of my search. 

On November 2, 1988, I found the Proverbial Pot of Gold. Judge Maris advised 
me in a letter that he had a framed photograph of his grandfather hanging in his 
Chambers in the Federal Court House in Philadelphia. 

A meeting time was set for 1:00 P.M. on Wednesday, November 16. There was 
nothing to do but wait. On the morning of that eagerly-awaited day, I visited the 
grave site of Dr. Maris, and then the address of his last known residence. The 
house is extant, but unfortunately has been extensively remodeled both inside and 
out, so that it no longer appears as it did when Dr. Maris resided there. Being a 
compulsive collector, I did manage to get into the basement and bring home some 
bricks — which- are without question original, and date from the time of Dr. Maris's 
occupancy. After taking photographs of the house, it was time for me to keep my 
appointment with the Judge. 
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As the hour of the meeting approached, I became more and more nervous; I could 
hardly wait to see my Pot of Gold! After being introduced to Judge Maris, I could 
hardly wait to see the photograph; — and there, hanging on the wall behind the Judge's 
desk, was the object of my search. The sense of personal achievement was exhila- 
rating] The picture was in fact only 3h" x 5", but to me it looked ten feet tall. 

In his earlier letter, the Judge had also mentioned owning an example of the 
Maris Family Bicentennial Medal in gold. This is CM-27 in R. W. Julian's book. 
Medals of the United States Mint: The First Century , struck at Dr. Maris 's behest 

in October, 1883. The medal's reverse inscription indicates that one example was 
"PRESENTED TO DARBY MONTHLY MEETING PENNA."; but my recent correspondence with the 
curator of the Darby Monthly Meeting indicates no Maris Medal in gold in their 
inventory. Thus the piece in Judge Maris 's possession is the only extant example 
traced; and this, too, I was privileged to examine. A feeling of complete satis- 
faction came over me; I came, I saw, and I touched. It sure beats a slabbed MS-69 
any day] The Judge and his son, Robert Maris, who was also in attendance, then gave 
me a coppered bronze medal that had been the personal property of Dr. Maris. I 
guess the best things in life truly are free. 


Mr. William T. Anton and Mr. Bruce Kesse were also present during this historic 
meeting; and before we left. Judge Maris graciously consented to loan us the picture 
of his grandfather, in order that it might be reproduced for the benefit of 
Numismatics. The copy which accompanies this article is presented in that spirit. 
Needless to say, our ride home was like being in a chamber of rarefied air. My 
six weeks' journey had been an enthralling one. 

But I must close on an anguished note. Judge Albert Branson Maris passed away 
suddenly on February 7, 1989, at the age of 95. As recorded in a New York Times 
obituary of February 9, 

Judge Maris, a graduate of Temple University Law School, was appointed 
a Federal district Judge in 1936 by President Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

In 1938 he ruled that requiring school children to salute the flag was 
unconstitutional. In the same year he was elevated to the United 

States Court of Appeals for the Third Circuit In the 1950 's Judge 

Maris helped to put together the internal laws of the Virgin Islands 
ho revise the codes of Guam and American Samoa. He stepped aside 
as an active judge in 1958, but continued handling appeals as a senior 
judge until his final illness 

Since Judge Maris was only 6h when his famous grandfather died, he had only limited 
memories of the man; but his own contribution to American numsimatics will long be 
remembered. For without his cooperation and support, the photograph of Dr. Maris 
would not have come to light. Although I met His Honor but two times, it seems as 
though we had known each other much longer, so free was his encouragement. May he 
rest in peace]

LATE DATE CENT UPDATE 
Bob Grellman 


Much has happened since the last update. The headline story has to be the 
Jack Robinson sale, which was a first-class event conducted by a first-class 
firm, Superior Galleries. While the slab-slinging, investment-touting, blue- 
sheet numismatists are bemoaning an anemic market, Jack's sale reaffirms once 
again that collector-based numismatics is alive and well. I love it I 


Price records fell across the board during Jack's sale, but the prices 
realized by a few of the late date cents deserve special mention. As in most 
auctions of collector coins, a couple of aggressive, deep-pocketed people will 
occasionally get locked in a blinking contest on selected losts. This happened 
on several of the late dates and the resulting hammer prices, in my opinion, do 
not reflect a fair market value for those pieces. For example, a 43N17 in VG-8 
brought $8800, a 46N25 in VG-10 realized $7425, a 50N24 in VG-10 reached $2750, 
and a 54N28 in F12 brought $2310 (10% buyer's fee included). Time may prove me 
wrong, but I see those prices as aberrations, not benchmarks to guide similar 
transactions in the near future. 

Several important discoveries were made since Christmas. Here are the high- 
lights : 
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-43N17. Henry Hettger found a decent VF example that had been harshly 
cleaned. That makes a total of seven known, with a census of 65-35-30- 
30-20 (new find) -8-4. Both of the 30 coins are lightly corroded, so 
their net grades are probably a bit less than is shown. I hope to re- 
examine them soon. 

-46N23 . J. R. Frankenf ield purchased one (attributed) at the FUN show in 
January. The total is now six, with a census of 40-40-35-25-20 (new find)- 

8 . 

-46N25 . This rare variety shares a reverse die with 47N28, here in an 
earlier use. I made this discovery while examining an early die state 
example of 47N28 during the FUN show. This muling helps confirm that the 
tall date 46 ' s were made at the end of the year, and it helps explain the 
great rarity of 46N25. In addition, a new (fifth) example was reported to 
me during our EAC convention. The new find is reportedly in low grade. 

The confirmed census is 30 (regraded from 35) -12-10-5. 

-47N34 . I "discovered" two superior examples while examing a famous west 
coast collection. They are an MS-63+ (ex Downing-Hines-Parsons ) and an 
AU-50, recolored. Previously, the finest known was a VF-30. The new 
census is 63-50-30-25-12(3). Take two giant steps backward. 

-49N4 . Harry Colborn sent me an 1849 for attribution that turned out to be 
another large planchet 49N4 (see Starr II: 1865 and Jack Robinson: 1473). 

This example is a decent VF-30 or nearly so, middle die state (as is the 
Starr-JHR coin), and it weighs 170.45 grains. The prescribed weight is 
168 grains when unworn, and the Starr-JHR coin weighs 168.2 grains. This 
is only the second example I've seen or heard of. I suggest you check your 
middle state examples of 49N4 to see if you own a "fat one." And please 
let me confirm your discovery if you think you find one. 

-56N22 . Larry Briggs acquired one (attributed) during the FUN show. The 
total known is now seven, with a census of 63-55-40-35 (new find) -30-15-10 . 
This is the only rare late date variety (non-proof) that is not a mule or 
did not suffer a catastrophic die failure. I can offer no logical explana- 
tion for the rarity of this variety, but diligent searching hasn't produced 
many examples. Let's hope someone finds one with a big rim break. 


The rarity ratings for many late date varieties have changed in the two years 
since the attribution guide was last published. By popular request, I've prepared 
an updated list that is reproduced on the next two pages. For those of you who 
may be concerned that some of your R-7 varieties have slipped to 6+, just remember 
that the population of serious variety collectors has grown faster than the 
population of rare varieties. Perhaps that helps explain some of the big prices 
realized by the Jack Robinson late dates. 

Until the next update, keep searching. Write or call if you need some help.

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EXAMINING THE CURRENT RARITY RATINGS 
PART TWO: LARGE CENTS, 1793-4 

Tom Reynolds 


In this issue of Penny-Wise , I will provide my data on 1793 and 1794 large 
cents. Both of these dates have been very popular with collectors through the 
years. 1793 is the first year of issue with three distinct design types: Chain, 
Wreath, and Liberty Cap. The basic design for 1794 remained the same but the 
varieties are divided into Heads of 1793, Heads of 1794, and Heads of 1795. Sixty- 
seven varieties are known for 1794, including many that are extremely rare. Keep 
in mind the cautions mentioned in Part 1 in the January, 1989 issue of Penny-Wise .

The most common Chain Cent is S-3, with S-4 not far behind. S-4 should be 
an R3 . 

For Wreath Cents, the S-9 is the most common with S-llc a close second. I 
believe S-llc should be an R2 . On the other hand, S-lla seems to be understated 
as an R4, possibly being an R4+ or R5-. 

The two most common 1794 varieties are S-65 followed by S-22. The S-18b seems 
to be a bit high as an R4 but, since this is a Head of 1793, I go out of my way to 
purchase them. The S-29 is shown as an R2 but I have owned only three pieces. 

Maybe I haven't been in the right place at the right time. The S-55 should be an 
R2 , while S-60 and S-61 should be R4 or higher. The S-62 should be an R4-. 

The rare varieties are truly rare with few pieces coming my way. Note also 
that most pieces which I have owned, for all these varieties, tend toward the lower 
end of the grading scale. Choice, high-grade pieces for the years 1793 and 1794 are 
few and far between! 


As announced in an earlier Penny-Wise issue, The Carnegie Museum of Natural 
History in Pittsburgh are preparing to exhibit an extensive set of Large Cents 
donated by George H. Clapp. The exhibit will be timed to coincide with the 
1989 A.N.A. Convention, to be held in Pittsburgh August 9-13. One of the 
regular ANA bus tours will include a stop at the museum. Also included in the 
exhibit will be examples from The Carnegie's other significant numismatic 
holdings of ancient and oriental coins. 

The Clapp collection consists of over 300 Large Cents. Given the ultimate 
condition of many specimens, it is sure to be an enjoyable exhibit. Committee 
members viewing the collection briefly were quite impressed by the high 
condition of the 1794 's, 1799, and the 1804. Was that really a 1793 Strawberry 
Leaf we saw?? 

The estimated total cost of the exhibit is $10,000, which includes the cost of 
cases, alarm systems, printing, insurance, and security. To help offset the 
museum's expenses, the 1989 ANA Planning Committee is requesting donations from 
interested members of the numismatic community. Several Pittsburgh-area 
collectors and dealers have already pledged over a thousand dollars. Donations 
are tax-deductible.

Our second winner in the "You've Done It Again" category is Superior Stamp 
and Coin. The Goldbergs have rewritten the book on how to run a first-class 
auction. No one else comes close. Examples:

Only 20 or 25 lots to a 
box, so there are plenty of boxes to go around. Friendly 
employees who smile, hand you a box, and wait to be of service.

Susie and Glenn are hereby immediately 
installed in the Unsung Heroes Hall of Fame. 

— The reception at the Del Ray Yacht Club the night before .. .what 
would you expect a nice Jewish boy from New York to say about a 
party with unlimited free lox? 

On sale day, the store was open, on both sides of the counters, 
for last-minute viewing, pre- and post-mortems, and general 
schmoozing. Free lunch provided, of course.

and check the prices realized lists.

Dapper Dan, having finished off the 
middle dates, has decided to get serious 
about the earlies. 

1794 S-19b. Anyone with any lingering doubts about Superior's marketing 
strategy, please observe: 

Halpern Sale, 3/88, S-19b, VF-35: $8800. 

Oeschner Sale, 9/88, S-19b, VF-35: $8800. 

Robinson Sale, 1/89, S-19b, VF-35: $14,300. And 

don't tell me it's the Denis Loring pedigree, 
either . 

1794 S-27, XF-40, brick red, one of my old favorites. CQR: $8,500. 

PR: $16,500. 

1794 S-37, F-15. CQR: $16,000. PR: $37,500. See comment under 18a. 

1794 S-48 , VF-20 : $33,000. That's $351 per star. 

1794 S-53, XF-40: $35,200. Take a guess. 

1795 S-79, G-6, the highlight of the sale. People have been buzzing for days. 

$30,000? $40,000?? (Shudder) $50,000??? Speculation centered on four 

candidates : 

— the Bourbon Man. Only three more numbers and he completes his second set. 
Think about it! 

— the Florida Flash. Everyone knew that he was loaded for bear. 

— Dapper Dan. 'Nuff said. 

— G. Lee Kuntz. One little ol' S-79 away from being the eighth person 
ever to complete the Sheldon numbers. 

The coin opened at $16,500. I immediately bid 40K, just to get things 
moving. And the winner, at a mind- and wallet-boggling $63,800: Mr. G. 

Lee Kuntz, to a well-deserved round of applause and congratulatory hand- 
shakes. An interesting note: of the eight completers, three are dead 

(Clapp, Sheldon, Paschal) , and the other five were in the room (Naftzger, 
Loring, Brown, Robinson, and Kuntz) . After the sale, Pete Smith took a 
picture of the five of us. Congratulations, Lee, and welcome to the 
terminal nuthouse. 

The sale went on, with price records not merely falling, but shattering into 
little pieces. Commoner coins as well as rarities, low grades and high, the large 
cent community took care of business: 

— Dennis Mendelson wiping out the ' 96 ' s (S-107 VG-8 $2860; S-117 VF-35 
$11,550) 

— Tom Reynolds crashing the ' 98 ' s (S-176 VF-30 $5280) 

— Yours Truly recapturing his 1799/8 ($13,200) 

— The Birdman working on his 1800' s (S-202 XF-40 $7700; S-208 VF-35 $5500) 

— a prominent Southern California collector adding a few die states (1800 
NC-4 VG-7 $10,450; 1801 NC-5 Fr-2 $15,400) 

— the Florida Flash, fillin' in the holes (S-198 VG-10 and S-218 F-12 at 
$7425 each) 

— the famous this-guy-must-be-crazy 1803 S-264, G-6, ex-EAC 3/82: 264 at 
an incomprehensible $1250, retires to sunny Florida at $6875. 

After 650 lots, it's middle date time, and a new cast of crazies perks up. 

The genial Maven from Minny sets the tone right away: 
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1816 N-l, XF-45, $7975. Shall we dance? 

1817 N-12 late, G-5: $3740. Anyone for die states? 

1818 N-4, VF-20 : $6600. See 16N1. 

1822 N-13, F-12: $5060. Hell, that's less than a Good S-264... 

1829 N-3, AU-50: $8250. I swear to God, folks, I bought that coin as 

"1829 F-12" for $30. Isn't it amazing what xylene and 
Care can do? 

Fittingly, the Bourbon Man closes it out with 1830 N-ll, VG-8, at $1870. It's 
11:04 P.M. Mark Goldberg, working the sale, has called 930 lots of large cents in 
less than five hours. Before the sale, the over/under line was 1 A.M. Truly an 
amazing feat. There are smiles, handshakes, headshakes, pictures, and the room 
slowly empties. After all, we can't afford to linger too long: the Robinson 

Rampage Part 2 begins in less than eight hours... 

Not for me, unfortunately. It's taking place even as I write, heading home 
at 33,000 feet. I wish I could stay, but business dictates otherwise. I leave 
on a nine-day trip tomorrow, and I have to get back in time to plow through my 
desk and change suitcases. Thanks, Jack; thanks, Superior; and thanks, EAC . 
Experiences like this are what the hobby's all about. I had a ball.

A COLLECTOR'S VIEW OF THE JACK ROBINSON SALE 
Bill McClean 


I missed attending the Robbie Brown sale in 1986. Not a month goes by that I 
don't peruse the Robbie Brown catalogue and wish I could have been there to bid on 
various lots. I vowed not to let such a chance go by again; and a $38 round-trip 
Phoenix to LA plane fare made my decision to attend the Jack Robinson sale an easy 
one . 


Interestingly, Superior was holding the Moreira sale, part III on the same 
day as the Robinson sale. The Moreira collection was auctioned from 1 to 5 P.M., 
with the first session of the Robinson sale beginning at 6 P.M. The Moreira copper 
auctioned that Sunday afternoon received very strong floor bids. There were no 
bargains to be had in this "copper preview" to the Robinson sale. Unlike most 
auctions (even major ones), you couldn't hurl a dead cat without hitting at least 
three EAC members planning their attacks on the choice coppers included therein. 

I was interested in only three of the coppers in the early part of the Moreira 
sale: a 1797 C-l half cent, an 1811 C-l four-star break half cent, and the 1847 

N-2 (7 over small 7) large cent. The end result? — no pieces won. 

The 1797 C-l was graded only Fine in the catalogue, but was easily recognized 
as a Very Fine coin in both the catalogue picture and in the eyes of the dealers with 
whom I spoke before the sale. Thus my "Fine" 1797 C-l sold for $1300, a little 
bit more than my pre-sale estimate of $400-500! The 1811 C-l was also sharper than 
described, and sailed past my $600 limit to sell for $725 (not counting the 10% 
buyer's fee). Oh well, there was another choice 1811 C-l in the Robinson sale 
Monday, so I knew I would have another chance. The 1847 N-2 was strange. I figured 
my $400-500 bid for the MS-60 coin would have a chance. Wrong! The coin had 
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scooted to $750 when a $1500 floor bid was blurted out to settle the matter quickly. 
The dealers I talked to thought it would sell for about $1000 tops; nobody dreamed 
it would bring $1500 plus 10%. 

After the '47 N-2 was hammered down, my interest in the Moreira collection 
was over. However, a growing concern was now entering my thoughts. Am I that much 
out of touch with today's prices? How many multiples must I raise my pre-sale 
estimates for the six or seven coins I want in the Robinson sale? Cynicism even 
suggested that I'd been taken for the $38 air fare to California, if it was just 
for the chance to wave my bidder card in the air for one or two seconds per lot... 
Wait time to go look at the Robinson coins again, go have a few beers, and think 
things over before sale time. 

One thing that was becoming readily apparent to me was that there were quite 
a few coins in both auctions that were undergraded (just my opinion), and thus 
prices were not that out-of-line with the next highest grade. Also, the black and 
white photos in the catalogue highlighted every minute scratch or nick. This is a 
mixed blessing, even to mail bidders who appreciate photos of the coins they want 
to bid on; because some coins that looked absolutely horrible in the photos (e.g.. 

Lot 189, the double-struck 1796 LIHERTY) had very nice "in person" eye appeal. 

Thus, as a mail bidder, I would never have bid high on Lot 189, but after seeing it, 

I had to have it! The point being — and it's a lesson I've learned the hard way — 
you should always have a dealer you trust examine the coins you are interested in, 
and have him bid the coins for you after discussing their real eye appeal. The 
2-3% extra you pay the dealer for this service is always well worth it. 

It was now 5:30 on Sunday evening, and the auction room was filled with EAC'ers, 
full of anticipation, as well as a certain amount of jockeying and bluffing, 
while they awaited the 6:00 start. And where else could you hope to see two grown 
men wearing white sweatshirts decorated with smiling pink pigs, and the inscription 
PENNY PIGOUT 1989"? I sat next to Mr. M, who delighted in raising his bidding 
arm, until he surely lost all feeling in that hand, in the pursuit of his coveted 
1796 cents. On the five or six lots he most wanted, he was not to be denied. Mr. 

B was also a persistent bidder on the rare early varieties, and was not to be out- 
bid on many of the condition census pieces; it must be particular fun to put 
together two complete sets in a lifetime! 


As was expected, prices for the Robinson copper were very strong. It seemed 
as if many collectors just "had to have" certain coins. Assemble a room full of 
people with that attitude, and some prices will naturally explode. Besides securing 
some coins for their collector clients, most dealers were unable to acquire many 
of the rarer coins for "stock." Many were seen shaking their heads at the very 
high prices being paid. 

After convincing myself that some of the coins I sought might be offered only 
once every few years, I managed to expand my budget and acquire seven of the 
Robinson coins. "Expanding" my budget by 30% was fairly straightforward. I flew 
back to Phoenix Monday night and asked to borrow the rest of the necessary, and 
already spent, funds from my wife!

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BEATING THE MIDWEST WINTER

For those of you living in the Midwest, I don't have to tell you that January 
and February can bring brutal weather. Below-zero temperatures and snow are the 
norm. Fortunately, the Long Beach Show (Long Beach, CALIFORNIA) is held each year 
in early February so I can escape Winter for five days. 

This year, an important COPPER AUCTION took place prior to the Long Beach 
Show so I departed Omaha, Nebraska on January 23rd for Los Angeles, CA. Of 
course the COPPER AUCTION was the sale of Jack Robinson's collection by Superior 
Galleries. Thus I was able to spend 14 days in sunny California! I know... it's 
a tough job, but someone has to do it! 

I arrived at LAX at 10:00 A.m. California time.. and found cloudy and rainy 
weather. At least it beat snow! As luck would have it, Chris McCawley's flight 
went to the same terminal, so we met in the baggage area and then proceeded to the 
rental car office. By 11:30 we were in Beverly Hills at Superior Galleries. Their 
new building is less than two years old and is spectacular. The building contains 
the coin and stamp departments, ample work areas for employees, an auction lot 
viewing area, on-site space for holding auctions, and underground parking. Very, 
very nice and very, very secure. 

Only a few EAC members were viewing lots upon our arrival so Chris and I dove 
into the boxes at will. Speaking of the boxes of coins, Superior put 20 lots per 
box for the early dates and 30 lots per box for the middle and late dates. Even 
when the lot viewing area was crowded, during the last couple of days before the 
sale, there was little delay in securing a box to view. (Other auction companies, 
take note!) 

The catalog was SUPER with 2,021 individual lots (no group lots). Jack's coins 
could best be described as collector coins. Sure, there were some high-grade, 
choice pieces and many rarities, but the average coin graded in the F-12 to XF-45 
range, thus being affordable. Virtually all coins were plated. The descriptions 
were detailed and die states were described and plated. Del Bland graded the 
early dates and Bob Grellman graded the middle and late dates. For those of you 
used to "commercial" grading at coin shows and at other firms' auctions, you know 
what a treat it was to view 2,000+ pieces of early copper and not have them over- 
graded by 15-25 points! 

Since grading is subjective, I didn't agree with the grade stated in the 
catalog 100% of the time. In most cases, the differences were only 2-5 points either 
direction. Overall, I felt the early dates were accurately graded; but in some 
cases only one grade was shown, indicating that the sharpness and net grades were 
the same, while these pieces had distractions worth a 5-point deduction-rso I assume 
the grade shown in the catalog was the net grade, with the sharpness grade being 5 
points better. The middle dates were usually right on the money. The late dates 
generally were, too — but an occasional piece would be 5-10 points too high... or too 
low. The half cents through 1808 were accurately graded. The Classics tended to 
be a bit overgraded and the Braided Hair pieces were consistently overgraded by 5-10 
points . 
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Working from 8:30 A.M. to 5:30 P.M., I was only able to view 400-450 lots 
per day, so I was very glad I had decided to arrive a week prior to the sale. As 
enjoyable as it was to spend each day viewing coppers, by mid-afternoon my back 
and shoulders ached and my eyes were no longer "seeing." 

On the 26th, I made the mistake of attending the N.A.S.C. Show at the LAX 
Airport. This show used to rival the Long Beach Show but has dwindled to a rather 
small, unexciting show. 

On the evening of the 27th, Phil Ralls hosted a get-together for EAC members. 

A good time was had by all, with great company and great food. 

On the evening of the 28th, Superior hosted a cocktail party at the Marina 

Del Rey Yacht Club. Californians sure know how to live I 

On the afternoon of the 29th, the first session of the Moreira Collection Sale 
was held by Superior. The sale contained 144 lots of half cents and large cents, 
most being high grade and choice. The prices were high but gave no indication of 
the explosion that would happen that evening at the first session of the Jack 
Robinson Sale. 

In addition to bidding for myself (for my collection and inventory) , I re- 
presented 25 collectors. Unfortunately, only 13 were successful in acquiring lots, 
as the prices were beyond my wildest expectations. 

The 1793' s were high, but it took the collection's strong suit — the 1794' s — 
to blow the roof off! Most of the 1794's came from Denis Loring's set that won 
the "Best of Show" award at the 1982 ANA Convention. I have long felt that 1794 's 
were underpriced. Well folks, this sale brought them back in line! 

As expected, the S-79 brought a heated battle. Previously Lot 105 in the 
Robbie Brown Sale, it realized $24,200 on 9-30-86. This time it cost more... 
$63,800! Congratulations to G. Lee Kuntz for becoming the eighth person to complete 
a set of all the Sheldon numbered varieties. 

The 1798 1 s held special interest for me, so I jumped on Lots 296 (S-147) , 

300 (S-150) , 317 (S-159) , 318 (S-159) , 329 (S-164) , 340 (S-167) , 346 (S-170) , 

351 (S-172 ) , 362 (S-176) and 368 (S-177) . 

Two middle dates generated lots of excitement. Both were terminal die states: 
1817 N-12 (Lot 691) and 1833 N-4 (Lot 998). Both headed for Columbus, OH to join 
the collection of Dennis Mendelson. 

Some rare late dates brought eye-popping prices. 

The half cents were close to being complete but weren't of a high enough grade 
to generate fierce battles, except for a few rare varities and die states (Anyone 
have any 1804 C#6's for sale?). By 4:30 P.M. on the 30th, the Jack Robinson Col- 
lection was history. It was a great sale. Too bad the collection had to be sold, 
but many collectors are happy having a few pieces to add to their own collections. 

The Long Beach Show (Feb. 1-5) was anti-climactic as I was burned out. Some 
nifty coins did turn up, but most of us copper guys were just going through the 
motions . 
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One last comment on the weather. It rained on the day of my arrival (Jan. 

23rd) and on Feb. 3rd and 4th. The rest of the days were sunny, bright, and warm. 
When I returned to Omaha on the evening of the 5th, snow had fallen and the thermom- 
eter was hovering at zero. Now, who'll volunteer to auction their coppers in 
January, 1990?

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THE SCORE AND MORE 


John G. Fettinger 


At first glance, the 51 major early date large cent collections presently 
listed in THE SCORE may seem to be a recording achievement. Unfortunately, it 
is only a partial success! With over 200 specimens estimated for each of the 
155 Rl, R2 and R3 varieties known, there are more than enough early dates to 
meet the 150 different varieties minimum. Even allowing for wide distribution, 
specimens held in date sets, variety collections of specific years, die break 
progressions, trading duplicates, etc., the potential for variety collecting is 
clearly greater than that reported to date. What then is the problem? 

O.K., so maybe you don't have enough varieties to qualify as a major col- 
lection owner. However, response from intermediate size (?) collections has been 
even more disappointing. Only 16 collectors with between 69 and 139 different 
varieties replied! Are we to believe that out of over 1400 members, only 67 
(51 + 16) collectors are interested in early date varieties? Nonsense! I have 
personally met, spoken to, corresponded with, received phone calls from, and 
been advised by over 300 members who collect early date large cents. Why then 
this unwillingness to report? Admittedly, current interest may be inhibited by 
limited dealer inventories, a quality level averaging Fine, and inflated prices; 
but I know you're still out there. If you have not reported yet, how about it? 

I am pleased to announce that the tedious details of record keeping have been 
solved by fellow early date enthusiast Bob Meyer, who has entered all reported 
collections into his computer. Thanks to Bob's help, we are able to do several 
things not previously possible. 

A. We now list, monitor, and correct variety rarity assignments as 
specimen counts in our data base indicate the need for change. 

B. Future issues of THE SCORE will list the total count and grade 
averages of all specimens reported for each variety. 

C. We are now recording intermediate size collections with between 
65 and 149 different varieties. 

D. In addition to THE SCORE, a periodic report on intermediate col- 
lections has been prepared for distribution to those who have 
responded and continue to update collection information at least 
every 15_ months. 

As you can see, our early date recording project has expanded considerably. 
Current participation not only provides an opportunity to compare your collection 
with the best known but also to observe changes in rarity which occur as reports 
and updates increase our data base. 

This is a sustained recording effort. Even if the information is not of 
immediate interest to you, surely the long term potential is obvious. Whether 
you are buying, selling, or temporarily on hold, our periodic major and interme- 
diate collection reports, shared only with those participating at these respective 
levels, have become increasingly important. Continued procrastination may be an 
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easier alternative than reporting but if you're too busy or preoccupied to parti- 
cipate today, when if ever will cooperation be more convenient? 

We need your help now! If you have not already reported, Bob and I hope to 
hear from you soon. PLEASE! ! ! Replies should be addressed to:

I will acknowledge the receipt of all 
information sent to me. In a few months, I will summarize the results of this 
survey and publish it in Penny-Wise . Individual collectors will not be identified.

The primary goal of these Happenings is the enjoyment of those who participate, 
be they exhibitors, spectators, or both. We have endeavored this year to select 
varieties that are relatively common in order to encourage a wider participation 
of EAC members. Half the varieties are rated as R3 . The rarest (1804 C-4) is listed 
as an R5 ; however, enough new specimens have been reported since the publication 
of Cohen's and Breen's books, that the variety is very probably R4+ now. We 
encourage all EAC'ers, whether they are primarily half cent collectors or not, to 
bring any examples of these six varieties they may own to exhibit them at the 
Happening. If you are unable to attend the Happening this year, please send your 
examples of the selected varieties with someone who will attend. 
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A second goal of the Happening is educational enrichment. The Happening 
provides the opportunity for caretakers of examples of the selected varieties 
to compare their coins side-by-side. Researchers of half cents can obtain 
important die state and condition census information from many coins in a short 
period of time. Those who are not researchers, but simply collectors, enthusiasts, 
or interested bystanders, may also share in the educational experience.

Pedigree - Mexican Chihuahua 
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Plain Edge - what some plain people fall over 
Recolored - what the beauty salon does 
Serif - heads up posse 

Starred Reverse - trick play by Dallas Cowboys' quarterback 


A Beginning 


Everyone has a story as to how they began coin collecting. During WWII, a 
relative of mine was in the U.S. Navy, and when on leave, he would bring me coins 
from the countries he visited or obtained from other sources. Then came the pocket 
change hunt and trading of duplicates with other young collectors. All of this 
started when I was about ten or eleven years old. 

I discovered large cents in an antique shop, and at age 13 or 14 would ride 
a bus there to buy a large cent or two. In the 1940's and 1950 's even a youngster 
could afford to buy them. I bought by date only and cannot recall ever considering 
the condition. Filling a Whitman blue book was the object of the hunt. Blue books 
were 3 for $1.00. 

It was just fascinating to walk in and look at the coins the antique dealer 
had under a glass case. The coins were just laid out randomly on a piece of velvet. 
The large cents stood out; their size, age, appearance, and low prices made them 
very attractive to a kid with a few dollars in his pocket. My prize? A 1798 large 
cent which was my only early date cent. The coin is close to Fine, with some mod- 
erate edge bumps and light scrapes across the face and bust. I remember the excite- 
ment of going home to show this new coin, my only 1700' s coin, a real beauty. To 

this day, the exquisite lady on that coin is a reminder of my early interest in 
large cents. 


A Fish Story 


Recently, while on a catfishing trip to a river in Georgia on a day the temp- 
erature danced to 95 , I hooked the bottom, or so it seemed. It was a giant of a 
catfish and a real battle was underway. Finally, the big cat came sliding up on the 
shore with the worst case of hiccups I ever heard. Then, he started to shake rather 
violently while hiccupping all the while. All of a sudden, out came this loud 
burp along with a large round object that landed right in the center of my fishing 
hat on the ground. I just stood there, amazed and unbelieving — the round object was 
an extra fine 1793 chain cent. The fish continued hiccupping, another loud burp 
followed, and up came another large cent, again landing on my fishing hat. You 
guessed it! An extra fine 1799 large cent! 

The hiccups continued and the big cat began to shake more violently than before. 
I thought, "Lord, here comes the 1804." All of a sudden, out came what appeared 
to be a coin encased in a large piece of plastic. (No wonder he had indigestion.) 
While it hung there momentarily in the air, I read... MS 79/173. Just then, that 
catfish jumped in the air and, with his tail, swatted that piece of plastic far 
out into the deepest areas of the river to be washed away by the current. Now, 
any catfish that intelligent deserved a fitting name. "Moose" and "Truck" seemed

appropriate but it had to be a name with a touch of class, so I settled on "Bubba." 
Gently, Bubba was released back into the river, his hiccups gone, to tell his 
story to all the little Bubbas. 

As I looked down at the ground where Bubba had lain, I noticed the letters 
"EAC" scratched into the dirt. Did Bubba...?? Was Bubba...?? 


At the Bourse 


At a recent coin show, my goal was an 1839 large cent to fill a vacant spot 
in my collection. As I was looking over several 1839 large cents, a gentleman 
near me moved in closer and seemed quite interested in what was going on. I noticed 
he was carrying a briefcase, held several coin books under his arm, and had what 
appeared to be a fairly powerful magnifying glass hanging around his neck. As 
the dealer and I were agreeing on one particular 1839 cent, the gentleman leaned 

in even closer and said: "You have a silly head." I looked at hime and replied: 

"Well, I don't think yours is too outstanding, either." The man gave me a stern 
look and moved on. The dealer said: "He's an EAC'er." I replied: "Is that a 

new religion?" The dealer smiled and said: "Something like that." 

Coin shows are really interesting. There is always so much to view and enjoy. 
Generally, by the time I'm nearing the middle of the tables, my money is already 
gone so then I become a mere spectator. Maybe I need to start at the other end. 

While everyone has their own interest, I avoid slab tables and investment type 
tables, preferring to purchase collector coins, i.e., a coin to fill an open slot 

in my collection. A coin show is successful to me if I purchase one or more large 

cents. An Indian head penny, a two cent piece, and a few Canadian or English coins 
add to the interest. 

Many coin dealers have been helpful and willing to discuss their coins. This 
is always appreciated as I am certainly not an expert. Proof of this is when I 
return home and find that a coin that looked good in its holder has a major flaw. 

The standard 2x2 holders do not reveal all of a coin's defects. The coin may even 
be bent, but this may not be noticeable until it's removed from its holder. Such 
impairments should be pointed out by the dealer; however, the old saying "Buyer 
Beware" applies to our hobby as well. A careful examination of the coin is in 
order before you buy. In my case, my first pair of reading glasses are a great help. 


Grading 


Grading is done with many products, which, after being tested, can be cate- 
gorized or graded in a reasonable manner. In coin collecting, the lower grades can 
be reasonably well graded by reasonable men who can still disagree in a reasonable 
manner. Sounds reasonable. In the higher grades, the "net" grade becomes very 
important as allowances are made for imperfections, the surface, or the color of 
the coin. This is the area I find the most difficult; however, knowledge through 
experience should be the best way to improve the ability to grade. The technical 
knowledge EAC members share with us in Penny-Wise has helped me considerably. 

MS 60 to 100? Forget it. Being on a fairly limited coin budget, no coin, 
where the risk of loss is so greatly subject to the proper grading of the coin. 
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enters my collection. This is not to say that I don't buy proof or specimen coins, 
as such coins have filled some vacant holes in my late date Canadian coin collection. 
However, where the grading lines are drawn too finely, and the price differentials 
are so great, something is lost. Perhaps it's the "hobby" of coin collecting. 

Having said the above, I do have one gem MS-70. Her name is Flo and I married 
her 31 years ago. 


Son of Caveat Emptor 


Having just purchased a 1797 S-136 large cent at the Waverly Hotel coin show 
in Atlanta, Mike Packard's article entitled "Caveat Emptor" in the September 15, 

1988, edition of Penny-Wise really caught my attention. At first, Mike's description 
of his coin seemed to parallel mine, but after viewing my S-136, there are dif- 
ferences . 

My coin was also a nice Very Good to Fine. The obverse is struck more sharply 
than the reverse. The obverse denticles are also more bold than those on the 
reverse, which show considerable wear. 

On the reverse, ITE, ONE CENT, and the entire wreath are somewhat soft, not a 
strong strike. The denticles tend to lean to the right as reviewed from the rim 
to center. The lettering and date on the obverse are strong but do show what I 
believe to be wear consistent with the grade. There is wear, which appears normal, 
on the three hair strands under ERT and the four strands descending from them. 

My coin also had the first three circulation marks on the obverse as on Mike's 
coin; however, the mark from the left side of the Y to the left foot of that letter 
is not a scratch but a raised mark (a die defect?). In addition, my coin also 
contains a scratch of similar length to the other three obverse scratches behind 
the right ear in the hairlines. 

The obverse seemed to have a defect in that the thickness of the coin near 
the rim and above the letters ER was less, causing a "dip" at that point in 
liberty. The two denticles at the center of the dip were joined and the very top 
of the letters ER were slightly weaker than the other letters in LIBERTY. 

As mentioned above, the lettering on the reverse was somewhat soft. In addition, 
the top of the letters ER were weak, the R more so. The denticles above the ER 
were also weak, being nearly smooth. The letters ICA appear the best struck on the 
reverse. The scratch on the reverse just above the right ribbon extended past the 
lower right inside pair of leaves to the bottom of the next inside pair of leaves, 

ending nearly even with the cross of the T in CENT. 

The coin would not stand on end and although the edge of the coin appeared 
somewhat shiny, tiny edge marks with the coloration of the rest of the coin were 
visible. What happened? The dealer had the coin in a white plastic holder 
about 3h" x 3*5" with the inscription LARGE CENT. He commented about the problem 
he had fitting the coin into the hole. It was obvious he had filed or cut the 
inside of the hole to enlarge it so the cent would fit. He may, it appears, have 

rubbed the edge of the coin to help make it fit. 
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Mike's article is really appreciated, and if anyone can shed further light 
on the S-136, your comments would be welcome. 


Early American Coppers Convention 


My bids on some large cents in the April, 1988 EAC convention sale in Los 
Angeles all failed. Shows what I know about bid prices. Right now I'm looking 
forward to attending the 1989 meeting as an EAC member, to experience an all- 
copper show first hand. Another first for me is this article, which I have enjoyed 
putting together.

MINIMUM WAGE 
Bill Ti vo 1 


I recently made an agreement with a local coin dealer to 
attribute his late date large cents. For each attribution, I get $1 
in trade, to be taken out in late date cents grading from about a 
nice F-15 to EF-45. The distribution of dates is far from random, 
but the prevalence of various varieties should be chance, allowing 
for the relatively small sample size. That is, there should be many 
more Rl's than R4's, and many more R4 ' s than R6 ' s . Any deviation 
from these expectations reflect either mis-rated rarities or the 
small sample size. 

So I took my trusty Second Edition Grellman and went to work. 

The Table lists what I actually found. As I was happily attributing, 

I began to wonder what was in it for the dealer. I knew well enough 
what was in it for me - -p r ac t i ce , and access to unattributed large 
cents. Going through the varieties I attributed, I dscovered that 
there were 25 R4 ' s , 12 R5's, 7 R6 ' s and an R7 out of 493 pieces 
examined. Needless to say, a known R7 at $325 in CQR is sufficiently 
better than an unattributed coin to give the dealer his money's worth. 

I would like to thank Bob Grellman for his help straightening 
out several of the attributions which I couldn't get, or got wrong. 

The end result of my labors was a payoff of about three cents 
a night; however, I got to choose the die varieties. An added note: 

I have since discovered a flaw in this arrangement-- the more coins 
I attribute, the more I find that I want, so the more I must attri- 
bute in order to obtain them. Never have the effects of copper ad- 
diction been so clear to me!

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CONCERNING THE NORWEB CENT PEDIGREES 


Bruce Danielson 


In group lot #2897 of last fall's Norweb III sale, appeared the following: 

1828 N-7. Net: VF-20. Popular, "1828/88" 

Error .. .purchased from Scott 
Stamp and Coin Company in 1908. 

Having subsequently purchased this coin from Tom Reynolds, I was intrigued 
by its pedigree inscription; did Bowers and Merena have access to primary or 
secondary sources in finding the exact date this cent was purchased? Were there 
ledger books or sales invoices? Or was the relevant information simply written 
on a coin envelope? I wrote to Michael Hodder of B & M's research department, 
and received the following replay, which I believe will be of interest to other 
EAC ' ers : 


When I catalogued the Norweb large cents I had access to the 
family's inventory ledgers and some other primary source material 
regarding the provenance of some of the coins in their collection. 

All attributions to purchase dates and vendors were derived from 
those sources. 

The inventory ledger books were started circa 1935, and kept up 
to date to about 1960. In 1935, when Mrs. Norweb and family began in- 
ventorying the collection bequeathed to her by her father, Albert 
Fairchild Holden, she seems to have had access to only sketchy documen- 
tation on the provenances of many of the pieces in her dad's collection. 
Consequently, as in the case of your coin, she was able to record that 
the 1828/88 N-7 had been purchased from Scott Stamp and Coin Company, 
and apparently, the date was also recorded. However, the month and 
day of the purchase was not. In other cases, as you may find if you 
read through other descriptions in the Norweb catalogues, she had 
access to exact days and months of sale, as well as some additional 
information (often in the form of dealers' comments about the coins 
in question) . 

Albert Fairchild Holden was a fastidious collector who kept very 
careful notes on all aspects of the pieces in his collections, be they 
coins, minerals, cameras, cars, carriages, etc. His death, in 1913, 
was unexpectedly sudden and his passing created something of a crisis 
for both his executors and business associates. His father's death 
followed within months of his own, and with the passing of Liberty 
Emery Holden, the sole surviving relative was Emery May Holden-Norweb, 
who at the time was underage. Accordingly, all his business and col- 
lection papers passed to the tender mercies of his estate's executors, 
as well as other bankers. These individuals, apparently unaware of the 
importance of his correspondence files, as well as the notes regarding 
important coins in his collection, seem not to have preserved them well, 
if indeed, at all. By the time that Mrs. Norweb came to inventorying 
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the collection she found in the Cleveland bank vaults, in 1935, virtually 
all of the primary source material which would have allowed a complete 
and accurate reconstruction of her dad's collection had been discarded 
or was irretrievably lost. 

Accordingly, she did her best to reconstruct purchase dates, ven- 
dors, and other information about the coins in her collection. Necessarily, 
however, without access to most of the original documentation, her notes 
were somewhat sketchy. In a few, rare, cases supplemental information 
was available to her, and this was either faithfully recorded or carefully 
preserved. 

Having been a history major in college, I have a particular interest in the 
methodology of others in obtaining the facts; and I congratulate Mr. Hodder and 
Bowers & Merena for their conscientious efforts in recording the provenance of 
the Norweb cents.

A TALE OF TWO CENTS 
Jim Neiswinter 


The Condition Census for the Sheldon-7 has three coins that are tied for third. 
This is about two of those cents. 

The first is the recently auctioned Jack Robinson coin. It's a clean cent with 
nice color that is virtually problem-free. It's probably one of the few S-7's where 
the sharpness grade is equal to the net grade — i.e., F-15. 

The second S-7 came out of the Halpern sale last year. The sharpness of this 
coin is about VF-30 (though called VF-25 in the catalogue) , but the right half of the 
obverse is covered with numerous pits. Its net grade is also F-15. 

In Early American Cents , published in 1949, Dr. Sheldon called the Halpern coin 
the third finest known, and he graded it VF-30. He made no mention of the pits 
(possibly because he owned the coin). To quote. 

The Winsor-Hall specimen, illustrated in Crosby; the Macallister 
specimen, now owned by ANS; and the Hines specimen are the only ones 
known to me in fine condition. The first two are EF-40, the third 
is VF-30, and a fourth, illustrated in the Newcomb catalogue, is 
about VG-10, although described there as Very Fine.

It is the Robinson coin, ex-Newcomb, that is here downgraded to VG-10. 

Nine years later, in Penny Whimsy , the Halpern coin was downgraded to VF-20. 

The Robinson coin was not mentioned because of two new discoveries of the variety 
which Sheldon also called VF-20. 
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These coins have one other thing in common beside their grade — they were both 
sold in 1945. Floyd Starr bought the Robinson coin out of the Newcomb sale for 
$305. Dr. Sheldon acquired the Halpern coin from Henry Hines for $375. 

In March, 1988 the Halpern coin sold for $5500. In January, 1989 the 
Robinson S-7 sold for $16,500. What a difference a year makes!

I am presently scrawling a piece for J.R.S.C. urging them to read Sheldon. I have 
thought about writing a piece for P-W in the same vein, but the Davis Dime book is 
not in a class with Sheldon as literature, though it is a superior work technically. 
Or I miss my guess. Still, I am reading Breen's Encyclopedia , and that is the thing 
I will emphasize in both articles... I have in mind more than one theme, one of which 
is my old song about what books to read. Another is that beginners would be better 
off if they could start collecting and studying at about 1800 A.D....A11 numismatic 
study and specialization reverberates throughout the coinage. It follows that it 
behooves copper characters to study silver, and for silver sycophants to delve into 
copper, especially Sheldon ... (who is on my) required reading list no matter 
what Breen comes up with, unless of course he includes the discursive sections of 
Penny Whimsy . 

I thought Pete Smith demonstrated his thesis quite well. I also thought that Michael 
Hodder, when he said he would withdraw from the controversy and leave it to experts 
such as Pete, ought to have said whether he thought Pete's arguments were cogent. 

I presume he was busy at the time. I want to hear what Breen has to say. 

I am happy to see that Bill Noyes is back on the photo trail. Ed Masuoka and I 
have been at this subject for quite awhile, and he has apparently been nudging 
Noyes... I assume this photo file will untimately be a part of an EAC archive. Do 
you know? 

Did you acquire anything from the Robinson sale? The catalogue looks remarkably 
like the Robbie Brown catalogue. . .Those two catalogues together, and even the 
Herman Halpern catalogue, are an astonishing course in Large Cent Numismatics. 

It has been an incredible 2h years for a copper fanatic to be alive in. 

Dr. Ernest Montgomery writes. 

Congratulations to Pete Smith. Although I have been a long time Half Cent collec- 
tor, long prior to the abominable misuse (by those who know better) of the numbered 
grading system, those same recalcitrant persons who would deny Mr. Smith's efforts, 

I have almost as long had a fascination for the Hays-8 or Sheldon-48 Large Cent. 

May I ask who isn't fascinated by this stimulator of the 'bean'? Although his 
article does not explain the origin of the little stars, it has thoroughly, in 
my view, squelched the most falsely perpetuated myth regarding their creation. 

Thus, perhaps, those of noble purpose will be aroused to pursue the issue to 
resolution and truth will have its day. 
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A statement that "all scientific facts are only hypotheses not yet disproven" 
reveals an inability to separate hypothesis from fact. This is akin to putting 
the cart before the horse. The hypothesis comes first, and scientific fact 
follows when such hypothesis becomes proven. Fortunately, scientific fact also 
can occur when the hypothesis is disproven. Regarding the situation at hand, 
confusion occurred because the hypothesis was promulgated as fact, rather than 
the hypothesis it was. Certainly, Mr. Smith's efforts indicate how wrong those 
persons have been who have failed to distinguish between hypothesis and fact. 

Suffice it to say, Pete Smith is due the RECOGNITION worthy of his efforts and 
ambition . 

Don Groves writes, 

"Today's NC may become tomorrow's R3." That's a quote from a talk I gave many 
years ago at an EAC get-together. It was an offhand remark that I expected to 
forget immediately thereafter. Herb Silberman came over to me later and gave me 
a friendly jibe. He always reminds me of, the quote when we meet. We enjoy a 
good chuckle together. 

A funny thing happened on the way to the auction. On Tuesday, February 7th, 
Christies New York had an auction of coins recovered from the wreck of the H.M.S. 
Feversham. This recovery was made by a small group of divers, at substantial 
personal risk, off the coast of Nova Scotia. The coins were Old World pieces, 
including Spanish gold, and gold from the New World. Ninety— odd pieces of 
Massachusetts Bay Colony silver were also part of the recovery. A wide spectrum 
of this particular silver issue was represented: An NE Shilling plus Willow, 

Oak, and Pine Tree Pieces. The Noe-15 of the Pine Tree series was represented 
by five examples. The Noe-20 Pine Tree was represented by three examples. 

Both of these are particularly rare die varieties. Of course, with this find 
these die varieties now enter the realm of "not quite so rare." 

All of this leads up to the basic warning in collecting. If you pay too strongly 
for the ultra rare, you may get the surprise of your life not too many years later. 
It is a good reminder for the old time collector and it certainly bodes well for 
the new collector to remember. Today's NC (non-collectable) may be tomorrow's 
R3 (pretty common) . 

Randolph Farrar writes, 

I am a recently-accepted member of Early American Coppers. I really enjoy Penny- 
wise.' and it is concerning this that I write. 

I am a new collector to Large and Half Cents. I am also of limited funds, so am 
able to only afford 'dogs, ' but as a local coin dealer says, "Every dog needs a 
good home." I have a 1795 that has been grossly abused that I got for $9.75, 
and an 1803 that I got in AG for $5.00. My 'best' coin is a beautiful 1853 Half 
Cent that I got in EF for $50.00 as a gift to myself following a 10-year Anniversary 
gift from my church (I am a minister) . 

Now to the suggestion. Could you please solicit articles for P-W that are of a 
general nature'? I have not yet gotten any of the specialty books about the 
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Sheldon, Newcomb, or Cohen varieties. It may be that I may never develop into a 
'variety collector.' At this point I haven't even gone to a coin show yet (let 
alone a coin auction). I have purchased some coins from Chris Victor-McCawley , 
and I really enjoy his reporting about the various big shows he has attended. 

I don't know enough about Large Cents and Half Cents to even know what 'general 
articles' are, but I know that many of the articles included in P-W are beyond 
my knowledge . 

I do enjoy the benefits of membership in EAC and certainly plan to continue my 
membership should the above request for 'general articles' not fit into the plan 
for EAC at present. 

Editor's comment: as I wrote to Randolph, I'm pleased to receive beginners' 

articles as well as those for advanced collectors, recognizing that the bulk of 
the articles by recurring contributors will be directed to fellow variety col- 
lectors. But I can only print what I receive. I welcome a couple of new contri- 
butors to this issue; now, how about the rest of you? 

Randolph Farrar replies. 

Thank you for your prompt response to my recent letter... It is not my nature to 
complain without (offering) a suggestion. .how about a column of questions from 
beginners, or 'generalists,' that other EAC members might respond to? 

Editor's comment: That's one purpose of J6hn Wright's periodic "Ask John" column. 

I know that he ' s been asked, and responded in Penny-Wise , to questions as basic as, 
"What's a variety?" — But he can't respond to questions he's never been asked. 

EAC'ers are encouraged to send their questions to John, at his address on the 
Directory of Officers page. 

(continuing with Randolph's letter)... I acquired an 1807/6 cent from my local coin 
shop (at) auction. During the bidding period, I asked, "Why is the coin so corrded?" 
A person attending the auction said, "The U.S. was short of copper in that period 
and purchased the blanks from an English supplier. The blanks were exposed to sea- 
air and salt-spray during the shipping. That's why the Large Cents of that 
period are often corroded." Well, I considered that a fanciful story, and... I 
asked the coin dealer. (He) admitted that he didn't know much about Large Cents... 
(so) how does a person separate the 'stories' from the authentic information 
concerning the coins in one's own collection? 

Editor's reply : Through lots and lots of background reading, and by asking know- 

ledgeable EAC'ers. For published material on the planchet stock used for the 
early Large Cents, I'd suggest EAC'er George Ewing's award-winning article, "The 
Transatlantic Link Between the Boultons and the U.S. Mint," in The Numismatist 
for August 1987, and the discussion on page 189 of Walter Breen's Complete 
Encyclopedia of U.S. and Colonial Coins . Unfortunately, Randolph's experience 
with the 1807/6 perfectly illustrates the mix of fact and misinformation that 
exists, innocently and otherwise, among non-copper people. Copper blanks were 
shipped as ballast from England, and the ones on which the 1799' s and most of the 
1800' s were struck were particularly poor; but copper coins are subject to corrode 
long after striking, if not protected from moisture, and that would be the most 
likely explanation for a corroded 1807/6, since these do_ commonly come on smooth 
glossy planchets. In short, some dates and varieties are almost always ugly; but 
beware the seller who says, "Aw, they all come corroded" — it ain't necessarily so.

03/15/85 saw the issuance of worksheets for Half Cents. The "2nd Edition" was the 

first combined edition containing all Half & Large Cents. 

There have been a total of eight editions published thus far, which presents 
an interesting problem, since I've numbered editions starting with 12/31/85 as 
the 3rd Edition, etc. What a mess! Oh, well, onward, ever onward. 01/31/89 will 
remain the 8th Edition, and 12/31/89 the 9th.

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AN ILLUSTRATIVE GRADING EXERCISE 


Jack H. Robinson 

During the course of the annual EAC meeting in April 1988, I chose a few Large 
Cents to be graded by a number of experienced EAC members, in an attempt to demon- 
strate that no matter how hard we try to pin down, absolutely, the grade of any 
given piece of early U.S. Copper, there will be disagreements. 

Del Bland has undertaken the thankless task of assembling data to compile a 
Condition Census that is intended to be published sometime in the (near) future. 
Some may say that it is "Del's Census," but in reality, the intent is somewhat akin 
to my efforts with CQR. I will always disagree with Del on the grading of some 
well known pieces. And we will disagree on many lesser known and insignificant 
pieces (i.e. significant to the owner, but otherwise, a 'who cares' kind of coin). 
But Del will establish a firm "guideline" as to the ranking of known pieces that 
form a "Condition Census" for each variety. 

Personal prejudice, and bias as to how much to deduct for different sorts of 
problems, will cause wide variances in opinion, even with the presence of this 
"guideline". To this end, I offer the results of the EAC '88 opinion poll. Six 
examples were chosen, using relatively scarce varieties. 

1794 S-38 , sharpness grades ranged from a low of EF-40 to a high of AU-55. 

Net grades ranged from a low of VG-8 to a high of VF-35. Included 
in the CC as F15. A typical spread of opinion with a problem 
piece. I had presented it at the request of the owner to obtain 
opinions. I did. I'm sure that the 'narrow' range of opinion 
solved any doubts lurking in the mind of the owner! 

1797 S-129, sharpness grades ranged from a low of F-15 to a high of VF-30. 

Net grades ranged from a low of VG-8 to a high of VF-25. Included 

in the CC as VG8. I still own this piece (a duplicate state in 
VG-7 was included in the sale of my collection) . I consider this 
piece a favorite from the standpoint of this sort of exercise, 
and will continue to use it as an example, from time to time. 

1798 S-176, sharpness grades ranged from a low of VF-30 to a high of EF-45 . 

Net grades ranged from a low of VF-30 to a high of EF-45. Included 

in the CC as VF-30. This piece was lot #362 in my sale and will be 

referred to later in this article. 

1800 S-198, sharpness grades ranged from a low of F-12 to a high of VF-20. 

Net grades ranged from a low of VG-8 to a high of VF-20. Included 

in the CC as VG-10. This piece was lot #416 in my sale. The 
price realized would indicate some variance in opinion. 

1800 NC-4, sharpness grades ranged from a low of G-5 to a high of VG-10. Net 
ranged from a low of G— 5 to a high of VG— 10 . Included in 
the CC as VG-7. This piece was lot #440 in my sale. There is a 
large plate on page 104 of the catalogue that gives a pretty good 
view of the piece. 
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1807 S-272, sharpness grades ranged from a low of G-4 to a high of VG-8. 

Net grades ranged from a low of G-4 to a high of VG-7. Included 
in the CC as G-6 . This piece was Lot #607 in my sale. Clearly 
the tightest range of opinion, but a range, nonetheless. 


The above examples are only six cases-in-point . There was NO 100% agreement 
in either sharpness or net grade, even on a piece or two where one might expect 
complete agreement. So we move along. A catalogue was to be produced and I saw 
the opportunity to attempt an experiment that, to my knowledge, had not been 
attempted before. 

Superior Galleries agreed to cooperate by allowing me to choose five lots, 
where there could be a difference in grading opinion, to be voted upon by people 
viewing those lots. I present, for your amusement and consideration, the results 
of the votes cast: 

Lot #140 - 1795 S-77 , Catalogued as Sharpness EF-40, Net grade VF-35. 

Of the votes cast, 6% were VF-25, 35% were VF-30, 35% were VF-35, 
and 24% were EF-40. 

Lot #184 - 1796 S-102 , Catalogued as Sharpness EF-45 , Net grade VF-30. 

Of the votes cast, 6% were VF-25, 71% were VF-30, 12% were VF-35, 

6% were EF-40 and 6% were EF-45. 

Lot #226 - 1797 S-120b, Catalogued as Sharpness AU-50, Net grade EF-40 for 
CC purposes, EF-45 for catalogue purposes. 

Of the votes cast, 24% were VF-35, 41% were EF-40 and 35% were 
EF-45. 

Lot #362 - 1798 S-176, Catalogued as Sharpness EF-40, Net grade VF-30. En- 
larged plate on Page 87 of the catalogue. 

Of the votes cast, 16% were VF-25, 56% were VF-30 and 28% were VF-35. 

Lot #1911 -1804 C-2 , Catalogued as VG-8. Enlarged plate on Page 344. 

Of the votes cast, 9% were G-5, 27% were G-6, 37% were VG-7 and 
27% were VG-8. 


I have read repeated accounts of the obvious — people differ in their grading 
opinions. I present here more evidence of the obvious: people will ALWAYS differ 

in grading opinions. I do not use the word ALWAYS lightly — ALWAYS describes an 
absolute. In EAC, is not the absolute that there are NO absolutes? 

I guess that I'll just have to leave grading alone, and get on with less 
controversial endeavors — like the publishing of CQR.
